•Wisest to Explain It. 


One need not go to the realms of 


pace, or time, or figures to meet with 
the incomprehensible. Despite modern 
science and ingenuity this word still re- 
mains the only applicable epithet for 
some of the achievements of Indian con- 
jurers. We oan smile at the luminous 
appearance of the beautiful face before 
•which aa the revelation of Osiris the 
old Egyptians prostrated themselves in 
awe—for the marvels of the magic Ian 
tern are familiar to aa, the early exist- 
ence of gunpowder gives an easy ex- 
planation of the oracle's lightning and 
thunder, the weird harmony of Mem 
nou was merely the result of an in- 
genious mechanical contrivance—hut 
shrewd travelers of later date, whose 
veracity is 
beyond dispute, tell of 


much more inexplicable things than 
these. One of the best known writers 
on occultism, Jaoolliot, has left an ac- 
count of certain things he saw during 
his official sojourn in India which, as 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly be classed among things incom 
prehensible. 
The performer was one 


whom he accidentally met and who re- 
quired some persuasion before he would 
exhibit feats which, he continually af 
firmed, were the work of other intelli- 
gences. 


On some sticks fixed upright in flow- 


erpots were placed some leaves from a 
tree, with holes in each sufficiently 
large to make them fall to the level of 
the mold. Standing at a considerable 
distance, the fakir made a gesture with 
his hands. A alight breeze seemed to 
pervade the room, then the leaves quiv- 
ered and gradually worked upward on 
the sticks. Jacolliot placed himself be- 
tween the flowerpots and the operator, 
placed the stiobs in the flooring and 
adopted every means he could imagine 
to frustrate any trickery, but nothing 
he did made any difference to the move- 
ment of the leaves. 


The more familiar feat of the seem- 


ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by another instance 
vouched for by the same narrator. His 
own servant brought him a score or so 
of seeds, from which he selected and 
marked one. The fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered some words over 
it and fell into a sort of trance, which 
lasted about SO minutes. 
He then 


awoke, uncovered the pot and discover- 
ed a seedling two or three inches high. 
Jaoolliot examined it and found it had 
sprung from the seed which he had 
marked. 


With a touch of a peacock's feather 


the fakir depressed a balance of a com- 
mon weighing machine in daily UBO in 
the household, though in the other was 
a weight of 13 stone, and with a dis- 
tant motion of his hand he made shav- 
ings of wooci to sink or move in water. 
Still more marvelous is the description 
of the manner in which this veritable 
eastern wizard was able to set at de- 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa- 
sion, when leaving the room, he paused 
on the threshold, folded his arms, and, 
by a simple act of volition, raised him- 
self from the floor and remained poised 
in air for some minutes. — London 
Standard.

How » Dying Pheasant Influenced Hi> 


Whole Career. 


The celebrated Russian novelist, Tur- 


geneff, tells a most touching incident 
from his own life, -which awakened in 
aim sentiments that have colored all 
his writings with a deep and tender 
feeling. 


When Turgeneff was a boy of 10, 


his father took him ont one day bird 
shooting. As they tramped across the 
brown stubble a golden pheasant rose 
with a low whir from the gronnd at his 
feet, and with the joy of a sportsman 
throbbing his veins he raised his gan 
and fired, wild with excitement, when 
the creature fell Snttering at his side. 
Life was ebbing fast, bat the instinct 
of the mother was stronger than death 
itself, and with a feeble flatter of her 
wings the mother bird reached the nest 
where her yonng brood were huddled, 
unconscious of danger. Then, with such 
a look of pleading and reproach that 
his heart stood still at the ruin he had 
wrought, and never to his dying day 
did he forget the feeling of cruelty and 
guilt that came to him in that moment, 
the little brown head toppled over, and 
only the dead body of the mother shield- 
ed her nestlings.

But not to 
his father's eye had this little tragedy 
been enacted, and he said: "Well done, 
my son. That was well done for year 
first shot.

If, however, the President 
does not order an investigation, Con- 
gress holds the power to impeach the 
Secretary of War, and can inflict pun- 
ishment that will mfan everlasting dis- 
grace in case of conviction. In that 
case the President would be held 
equally responsible with the Secretary 
for not having ordered an inquiry 
promptly npon the 
presentation of 


charges of so sorious a character.

They pre 
ferrad interest bearing bonds to lega 
tender, non-interest bearing notes anc 
silver dollars. They charged that i 
was unpatriotic to introduce the finan 
oial question in Congress when the 
country was at war with a foreign na 
tiou. They would not admit that the 
issuance of bonds had as much bearing 
on the financial question as tbe coinage 
of silver and the issuance of legal teu 
der notes, aud being in a majority 
they had their way. 


Now all the people see, what the 


•ilver men in 
Congress saw three 


months ago, that an issue of $100,000,- 
000 of greenbacks aud the coinage of 
the silver bullion owned by the Gov- 
ernment would have been ample to 
have carried on the war without one 
dollar's expense to tbe people. That 
would increase the volume o! money 
about two dollars per capita, give an 
impetus to business by increasing tho 
prices of products and of labor aud 
place the country on tho 'nigh road to 
prosperity.

Spiders' Web Silk. 


It would appear from all account 


that M. Ohacot's enterprise of the man 
ufactnre of spiders' web silk is to 
pursued on a large scale, a factory in 
Paris having been taken for the purpose. 
Here the spiders will be kept and work 
ed at regular hours, and when one o 
them is used up he will be fed and help 
ed back to condition again, while an 
other will take his place on the bobbin, 
An expert, fully acquainted with the 
habits of the insect, will be in contra 
of the spider department of the factory, 
the care of them, feeding, housing, etc. 


In obtaining the requisite supply, il 


the latter exceeds what is necessary for 
the industry, experiments will be made 
with n view to ascertaining which o! 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored with a flue web will be 
weeded out. Trials will likewise be 
made with different diets in order to 
determine whether or not it is possible 
to train the spider to give forth a web 
that is an improvement on the ordinary 
product, the expectation being that 
perseverance iu this respect will result 
in securing a quality of silk hitherto 
unsurpassed.
